Side Glances — By George Clark 


Gaining Weight 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The constant cry of the thin person is, “If I 
could only gain some weight.” Usually the very 
slender patient lacks the normal deposit of fat 
under the skin needed to give the body a 
plump, well-rounded appearance and at the 
same time lack in muscular tissue which in- 
duces an appearance of bulk 
and solidness. 

Underweight is a difficult 
problem to correct because it 
may be due to so many 
causes. Loss of weight may 
accompany many of the 
chronic diseases and in these 
cases, the weight will be 
brought back to normal only 
when the underlying cause is 
removed. However, there are 
many individuals who fail to

develop any actual organic disease which ex- 


plains their malnutrition. Usually the friend 
of the slender person tells him to eat more 
but this advice fails to correct the trouble: first, 
because most of these patients simply do not 
get hungry and second because the digestion is 
poor and they do not get the good out of the 
extra food when they try to stuff. 

Some of the causes of underweight are: a 
stomach disorder as seen in ulcer, chronic irrita- 
tion or lack of acid; a sluggish liver or gall 
bladder disease; hyperthyroidism in which the 
thyroid gland works overtime; lack of digestion 
in the small intestine; constipation with which 
is associ#ted self-poisoning; mucous colitis; 
diabetes and tuberculosis. Chronically diseased 
tonsils may be sufficient to keep the weight 
low. The underweight patient is often of a 
slender body-build where the abdominal organs 
are held within a long, narrow space and these 
organs are frequently prolapsed or sagged. The 
stomach may have fallen low within the pelvis 
and a fluoroscopic examination will plainly 
show the abnormal position. Such prolapsus is 
nearly always accompanied by poor digestion 
and underweight simply because the organs are 
sagged into such a position that they are not 
able to do their full share of normal work in 
digesting and assimilating food. Elimination is 
also interfered with and sluggishness is the 
rule rather than the exception. 

Eating habits which are not good are prob- 
ably the chief cause of underweight when the 
patient has not developed any particular dis- 
order to account for his thinness. Any of the 
following may be present: eating too little, cat- 
ing too rapidly, using meals which are not 
properly balanced where too much of one kind 
of food is taken and too little of other kinds, 
drinking too much liquid with meals which fills 
up the stomach before enough solid food is 
taken, or the patient may choose the wrong food 
consistently preferring those foods which are 
not good rather than those which are whole- 
some. In this latter class fall those patients who 
have a long list of foods that they don’t like. 
When the doctor suggests that they eat vege- 
tables, they reply that they never did care for 
them. As a result of their dislikes, the diet’ is 
lopsided and no permanent cure for the under- 
weight can be expected until they decide to eat 
what is good for them. 

Mental habits which are destructive may 
also play an important part in causing chronic 
underweight. The person who is worried, fear- 
ful, anxious, depressed or blue much of the time 
has a poor digestion because such mental states 
induce an interference with the digestive pro- 
A good example of this is seen in the 
chronic worrier who stays thin as a rail.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—John N. inquires: “What is 
the purpose of the nerves?” 

ANSWER—The purpose of the nerves is to 
convey impulses from one part of the body to 
another. The nervous system is something like 
a telephone system within the body, through 
which messages are quickly carried from the 
brain to the muscles and vice versa. A nerve 
is made up of nerve fibers. These fibers may 
be short or long, depending upon the part 
where they are located. For example, the 
nerve fibers which stretch from your spine cord 
to the end of the big toe may be several feet 
long.. The motor nerves carry commands to 
the muscles resulting in motion or movement. 
The sensory nerves enable us to feel.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1914 an event of 
high importance in the Presby 
terian Church of Canada _ took 
place at Toronto, the amalgama- 
tion of the Women’s Missionary 
Society of Montreal, the Women’s 
Foreign Missionary Society and 
the Women’s Home Missionary So- 
ciety into the Women's Mission- 
ary Society of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada. The Women’s 
Foreign Missionary Society had 
been organized at Toronto on 
March 21, 1876. This had been 
preceded by the Women’s Mis- 
sionary Society—Home, French 
and Foreign—founded at Mont- 
real in 1864, 

The Toronto Society was en- 
dorsed by the General Assembly 
in June, 1877, and by the end of 
the first decade there were aux- 
iliaries in every presbyterial in 
Canada 

But in 1897 a new factor evolved 
The rush to the goldfields of the 
Yukon called for Presbyterian 
missionaries. Rev. R. M. Dickey 
and Rev. dghn Pringle, who had 
been sent to Skagway and Daw- 
son respectively, reported the 
need for nurses in the north. It

was not, however, until June, 1899, 
that the first nurses, Miss E. H. 
Mitchell and Miss Helen Bone, 
left Toronto for the goldfields, 
supported by a body of ladies 
known as the Atlin nurses’ com- 
mittee.

James Robertson at the General 
Assembly in 1901, with the result 
that in 1903 the nurses’ commit- 
tees evolved into the Woman’

SECULAR EDUCATION 
Editor Bulletin: In a_ recent 
issue of the Bulletin “Teacher” 


makes the suggestion that undue 
prevalence of crime may be at- 
tributed to secularization of the 
public educational systems. He is 
particularly impressed by the 
situfation in the U.S.; a very great 
volume of crime, 60 per cent of 


the people outside of the 
churches, and quite generally 
secular education But I am 
afraid he has not examined the 
question thoroughly, Can he say 
that there is more crime in New 
England and Wiscensin than in 
Kansas, Ohio or Tennessee? Can 
he say that Harvard has pro- 
duced more criminals than the 
sectarian or theological schools? 

There is no reliable system of 
statistics reaching back several 
generations, as in Europe. There 
is no proof that crime has been 
increasing in the U.S. excepting 
temporary crime waves, There 
has always been a great deal and 
there are many reasons for its 
existence; importation by immi- 
gration of criminals, of illiterates, 
lawless frontier conditions, un- 
educated negro population, of- 
ficial corruption and nuisance 
laws

church members Since 1870 
crime has decreased absolutely 
almost 50 per cent and relative 
pulatio 70 per cent 
France ’ much { re} 
than Britain and has had pure!

“Teacher” mentions that there 
is evidence that crime is fostered 
in Ontario public.schools, secular 
schools, of course, There is con- 
siderable religious influence in 
the schools of Quebec and over 
half the teachers are in religious 
orders. The Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics indicates the following 
arrests in cities for 1933: Quebec 
102.55 per thousand population, 
Ontario 15.74, Alberta 17.5 

Some years ago there were a 
similar agitation in the “Anti- 
podes” concerning the evil fruits 
of secular education. Sir Robert 
Stout, Lord Chief Justice of New 
Zealand, made an analysis of 
crime in that dominion, The 
Anglican church had in a given 
year 40.27 per cent of the popula- 
tion and 41.74 per cent of the 
criminals, the Roman Catholics 
had 14.07 per cent of the people 
and 32.95 per cent of the 
criminals, those who belonged to 
neither Protestant nor Catholic 
sects were 12.44 per cent of the 
people and had 5.16 per cent of 
the criminals 

The more religious people seem 
never to have appreciated the 
moral value of education as such, 
nor to have made any real effort 
to discover the actual causes of 
crime, The churches influence 
only the “good” and have never 
had a deterrent effect ou crimin- 
als. Something besides religious 
instruction and formulae is re-
